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There  were  43  deaths  during  the  year  compared  with  33  the  previous 
year,  giving  a death  rate  of  19.04  compared  with  11.83  in  1965?  and  11.7  for 
England  and  Wales. 

32  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  65  years  and  over.  Ten  deaths 
were  due  to  cancer,  one  of  which  was  due  to  lung  cancer  compared  to  1 in  1965. 

Eleven  deaths  were  due  to  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and 
9 were  due  to  coronary  disease  and  angina.  Other  heart  diseases  caused  2 
deaths. 


Pneumonia  accounted  for  3 deaths  in  persons  aged  over  65  and  there 
were  2 deaths  due  to  influenza.  Other  respiratory  diseases  accounted  for  2 
deaths.  5 deaths  were  due  to  nephritis  and  other  defined  and  ill-defined 
diseases. 


There  were  3 accidental  deaths,  2 of  which  were  motor  vehicle 
accidents  and  one  was  due  to  acute  bilateral  basal  bronchopneumonia  due  to 
immobilisation  due  to  fractured  neck  of  the  left  femur  in  a person  aged  84 
years. 


There  was  one  death  from  non-pulmona ry  tuberculosis.  The  patient  was 
admitted  to  hospital  and  was  diagnosed  as  tuberculous  peritonitis  after  she 
died.  She  was  not  on  the  tuberculosis  register  previously. 

Still-births 

The  still-birth  rate  (per  1,000  live  and  still-births)  was  19.60. 

The  actual  number  of  still-births  was  one.  This  was  in  a baby  born  in 
the  36th  week  of  pregnancy  and  the  loss  of  life  in  this  case  was  unavoidable. 

Infant  Deaths 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  40.0. 

The  actual  number  of  infant  deaths  was  2.  Both  of  these  deaths 
occurred  in  hospital.  One  was  a full  time  baby,  aged  7 weeks,  and  the  other 
in  a premature  baby  aged  6 days.  Both  these  deaths  were  unavoidable. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths,  giving  a Maternal  Mortality  rate  of 
NIL  compared  with  0.26  for  England  and  Wales.

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was  16  compared  with 
51  the  previous  year. 

One  case  of  dysentery  was  notified  compared  with  46  in  1965»  This  case 
was  connected  with  the  epidemic  of  the  previous  year,  when  46  cases  were 
notified. 

Ten  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  compared  with  nil  the  previous  year. 

One  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  compared  to  nil  in  1965.  This 
was  in  a child  aged  20  months.  The  cause  was  ascertained  to  be  Salmonella 
Reading  and  follow  up  of  family  contacts  showed  that  three  adults  living  in  the 
same  house  were  symptomless  carriers.  Investigation  did  not  point  to  the  actual 
source  of  infection. 

Three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  two  being  in  one  family. 

One  case  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  notified  in  a person  between 
the  ages  of  26  and  45  years  and  the  lesion  was  in  the  kidneys. 

One  person  died  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the  year  and  the

Tuberculosis 


Senior  schools  are  visited  and  the  children  tested  against  tuberculosis 
and  those  found  to  be  negative  are  given  B.C.G.  vaccination.  Those  found  to  be 
positive  are  further  examined  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  and  all  the  family 
are  encouraged  to  attend  in  case  a member  is  found  to  be  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  and  has  infected  the  child. 

All  contacts  to  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  followed  up  and  children 
are  given  protection  against  tuberculosis  from  a very  young  age.

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Mass  Radiography  Unit 

The  unit  did  not  attend  the  urban  district  during  the  year  but  it  is 
hoped  that  arrangements  can  be  made  for  the  unit  to  come  to  the  town  at  the 
beginning  of  1967.  When  the  unit  does  visit,  it  is  hoped  that  all  the 
citizens  will  attend  for  examination,  thus  making  it  profitable  to  bring  this 
expensive  service  within  reach  of  all. 

Care  of  the  Aged 

No  cases  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  and  not  giving 
themselves  the  necessary  care  and  attention  were  brought  to  my  notice  during 
the  year.  Therefore  it  was  not  necessary  for  the  Council  to  take  action  under 
Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act. 

Darby  and  Joan  Club 

There  is  a thriving  Darby  and  Joan  Club  in  the  district  but  there  is 
difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  accommodation  at  the  present  time.  The  Club 
is  run  by  the  Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Service. 

Meals  on  wheels 


No  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  exists  in  Llanrwst  for  the  benefit  of  aged 
and  handicapped  persons.  The  Council  has  considered  this  and  is  prepared  to 
assist  with  this  scheme  in  every  way  possible  and  to  pay  a contribution  of  up 
to  l/-  per  meal.  However,  following  a conference  at  Ruthin  some  time  ago,  the 
Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Service  at  that  time  revealed  there  was  no  demand  for 
this  in  the  town.  During  1966  similar  enquiries  made  with  the  Senior  Citizens 
Committee  resulted  in  the  same  reply.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
SEWERAGE 


The  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  is  similar  to  previous  years. 

and  Sewerage 

The  construction  of  the  new  SewageZDisposal  Scheme  at  Plas-yn-Dre  Fields 
is  now  well  advanced.  The  new  sedimentation  tanks,  filter  beds,  humus  tanks 
and  sludge  drying  beds  are  almost  completed.  Work  is  progressing 
satisfactorily.  The  only  remaining  work  is  the  installation  of  the  pumps  and 
the  erection  of  the  pump  house  and  the  reconstruction  of  the  new  outfall  to 
the  river.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  whole  Scheme  will  be  in  operation 
before  the  end  of  1967. 

Following  the  completion  of  the  Betws  Road  Extension  Scheme,  twenty  two 
of  the  proposed  thirty  seven  houses  in  the  newly  developed  Plas  Brith  Estate 
have  been  connected  to  the  sewer.  A further  extension  scheme  of  approximately 
1,300  lineal  feet  6"  sewer  was  constructed  to  receive  the  Ty  Plant  area  and  the 
new  Danline  Ltd.  Brush  Factory,  and  a further  extension  has  been  approved  of 
approximately  150  lineal  feet  to  take  in  Cae  Mfelwr.  Nine  houses  have  now  been 
connected  to  the  Ty  Plant  extension. 

The  proposed  sewer  extension  to  the  north  of  the  town  to  serve  Plas  Isaf, 
and  mentioned  in  last  year's  Annual  Report  has  now  reached  the  tender  stage. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  work  will  be  carried  out  in  1967. 

Another  extension  to  serve  Felin  Isaf  of  about  120  lineal  yards  6"  sewer 
was  carried  out  by  the  Council's  direct  labour. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  to  the  town  is  controlled  and  administered  by  the 
West  Denbighshire  and  West  Flintshire  Water  Board.  Water  is  obtained  from 
Crafnant  Lake  in  Caernarvonshire  and  Llyn  Conwy  in  Denbighshire.  It  is 
chlorinated  both  at  Cae  Crwn,  Crafnant,  Trefriw,  and  at  Llyn  Conwy,  and  has 
been  satisfactory  during  the  year  both  in  quantity  and  quality.

The  Water  Board  report  that  68  water  connections  were  renewed,  and  34 
new  connections  carried  out  during  the  year.  New  3"  and  4"  water  Wains  were 
laid  to  supply  Llwyn  Brith  Estate. 

Plans  have  also  been  prepared  for  supplying  new  mains  water  to  the 
Carneddau  Area,  and  to  the  top  portion,  of  Llanddoget  Road  including  Penloyn. 

Eight  samples  of  water  from  the  public  mains  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  seven  of  which  were  reported  as  Ministry  of 
Health  Class  I satisfactory.  The  remaining  sample  was  not  quite  up  to 
standard  of  chlorinated  water.  A subsequent  sample  taken  ten  days  later  was 
reported  as  Class  I satisfactory. 
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SCAVENGING  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  one  "Karrier" 

Bantam  low  loading  metal  covered  vehicle.  A weekly  collection  is  maintained 
throughout  the  urban  area. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Plas-yn-Dre  fields  and  is  controlled  by 
depositing  layers  of  soil  on  the  tip  surface.  This  work  is  done 
approximately  every  three  days  by  means  of  a Ferguson  tractor  with  high  lift 
loading  shovel.  No  complaint  was  received  during  the  year.  The  total  cost  of 
the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  for  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March , 
1966  was  £2,979. 

Consideration  was  given  during  the  year  to  the  necessity  of  providing 
alternative  land  to  Plas-yn-Dre  fields  for  the  purpose  of  domestic  refuse 
tipping.  This  land  is  gradually  being  filled,  and  the  Council  have  approached 
the  neighbouring  Nant  Conway  Rural  District  Council  regarding  the  use  of  the 
Dolgarrog  tip. 


THE  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES 
Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I960 


Inspection  of  food  premises  is  regularly  carried  out  in  accordance  with 
the  above  regulations.  Most  premises  are  kept  reasonably  clean  and  satisfactory. 
There  are  three  school  canteens  and  kitchens  in  the  town,  all  very  well 
conducted  and  a high  standard  of  hygiene  is  maintained  by  the  staff. 

Improvements  were  carried  out  at  8 premises  during  the  year.

Investigations  were  carried  out  regarding  these  commodities  following 
complaints  received  by  the  Health  Department.  Both  commodities  were  prepared 
outside  the  urban  area,  and  it  was  necessary  to  contact  the  authorities 
concerned  who  carried  out  full  investigations  into  the  methods  of  preparation 
and  handling  of  the  foods.  Both  the  firms  concerned  had  world  wide 
reputations  in  their  own  fields.  Unfortunately,  it  was  not  possible  to  find 
the  source  of  the  wire  contamination,  and  the  method  the  wire  obtained  access 
to  the  food.  The  silver  foil  appeared  to  have  been  a cutting  which  became 
embedded  during  the  packing  of  the  butter.  The  inspectors  concerned  assured 
us  that  no  negligence  could  be  attributed  to  the  firms.

Of  the  16  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  only  one  received 
an  adverse  report.  This  was  a sample  of  cream  cakes  purchased  from  a snail 
local  firm  and  did,  in  fact,  contain  a filler  resembling  cream.  The  firm 
in  question  were  advised  and  cautioned  accordingly  and  a further  check  was 
made  when  everything  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.  With  regard  to  samples  of 
milk,  in  addition  to  the  usual  tests  for  quality,  the  Public  Analyst  carries 
out  tests  for  the  presence  of  antibiotics  on  all  farm-bottled  milk:  all  seven 
such  tests  carried  out  during  the  year  proved  negative.  All  other  samples 
were  certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be  genuine  and  free  from  all 
prohibited  preservatives  and  colouring  matter. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  urban  area  and  licensed 
by  the  Council. 

This  is  well  kept,  clean  and  in  a sanitary  condition. 

All  meat  is  inspected  and  stamped  according  to  the  Meat  Regulations, 
1963.  There  has  been  100%  Meat  Inspection. 

Reciprocal  arrangements  are  also  made  for  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
of  Hiraethog  R. D.C.  to  inspect  meat  in  the  absence  of  the  Council's  Inspector 
and  vice  versa. 

The  animals  are  slaughtered  and  inspected  between  8.30  a.m.  to  6.0  p.m. 
on  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays  and  Thursdays.  Slaughtering  outside  these 
times  is  notified  separately  by  the  butchers.  There  is  no  Sunday  slaughtering. 
There  is  good  co-operation  between  the  butchers  and  the  Council  in  an  effort 
to  keep  within  the  scheduled  times  of  slaughtering. 

There  are  no  poultry  slaughtering  establishments  in  the  area.  A 
general  oversight  inspection  of  poultry  is  kept  in  the  shops.

The  Public  Conveniences  at  Plas-yn-Dre  and  Wellington  Place  are  each 
visited  three  times  and  cleaned  daily.  The  Council  has  also  approved  the 
building  of  new  conveniences  at  the  Recreation  Ground  to  replace  the  existing 
lavatories  which  have  become  most  inadequate  in  the  summer  season  due  to  the 
increased  influx  of  visitors  to  the  riverside.  It  has  not  been  possible  to 
proceed  with  the  work  because  of  the  restrictions  on  building  imposed  by  the 
Government.  The  Welsh  Office  has  now  approved  the  plans  for  the  new 
conveniences,  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  be  erected  in  1967.
